In deadly exhange, Syrian 
guards foil militants’ plot 

DAMASCUS, SYRIA I Syrian guards foiled an 
attempt by suspected al- Qaeda-linked mili- 
tants to blowup the U.S. Embassy on Tuesday, 
exchanging fire outside the compound’s walls 
with gunmen who shouted “God is great” and 
tried to storm in with automatic weapons 
and hand grenades. 

The brazen, midmorning assault in a heavi- 
ly guarded neighborhood of 
the capital could highlight 
the Syrian regime’s weak- 
ening grip on militants, 
who have battled Syrian 
security forces repeatedly 
in recent years. 

The attack, which left 
at least 10 civilians and a 
Chinese diplomat wounded, also quickly 
brought to the surface entrenched differences 
between the United States and Sjria, such as 
the Palestinian-Israeli conflict, Damascus’ 
ties with Iran and Hezbollah and the war in 
neighboring Iraq. 

The Bush administration praised Syria’s 
security forces for their professional response 
but then called on the country to play a con- 
structive role in fighting terrorism. 

White House spokesman Tony Snow 
thanked Syrian officials and called for 
Damascus to “become an ally and make 
the choice of fighting against terrorists.” 

But S)Tia responded with a sharp criticism 
of the United States, blaming its policies in 
Lebanon, Iraq and the Palestinian territories 
for increasing Islamic militancy, (ap)

Lawmakers Divided on Bush Speech 



Democrats say address 
sought to politicize the 
anniversary of 9/11 

WASHINGTON I The White House 
quarreled with Democrats on 
Tuesday over whether President 
Bush was trying to win political 
points hy using a Sept. 11 anniver- 
sary speech to defend the war in Iraq 
and his war on terror. 

Bush spokesman Tony Snow 
said although there were “three or 
four sentences” in the president’s 
17-minute address Monday night 
that could he considered contro- 
versial, Bush took pains not to he 
partisan. He said Bush had to dis- 
cuss the dominant issue of Iraq, but 
he wasn’t “picking fights” or making 
any demands of Congress. 

“This was not a speech that was 
designed to single out anybody 
for partisan reasons, but gave the 
president’s honest reflections and 
reactions to what has happened 
since September 11, 2001,” Snow 


said. “The president decided that 
yesterday wasn’t a day for parti- 
sanship.” 

Democrats, in a campaign to win 
control of Congress from the pres- 
ident’s Republican Party, charged 


that Bush was using a national 
day of mourning for partisan gain. 
Senate Democratic Leader Harry 
Reid of Nevada said Tuesday that 
Bush was “more consumed by stay- 
ing the course in Iraq and playing 


election -year politics.” 

“The American people deserved 
better last night,” Reid said in a state- 
ment. “They deserved a chance to 
reclaim that sense of unity, purpose 
and patriotism that swept through 
our country five years ago.” 

In the speech broadcast in 
prime time on the fifth anniversa- 
ry of the terror attacks, the presi- 
dent described a brutal enemy still 
determined to kill Americans, per- 
haps with weapons of mass destruc- 
tion if they get the chance. 

While Democrats have been 
using public opposition to the Iraq 
war to argue for a change of leader- 
ship in Congress, Bush’s prime-time 
address showed how he has been 
able to use the power of incumbency 
to command public attention and 
make his points. Democrats object- 
ed to the tone. 

“There will be time to debate 
this president’s policies in Iraq. 
September 11th is not that time,” Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., said

I Two space- 
walking astronauts Tuesday began 
installing the first big addition to 
the international space station in 
more than 3 Vi years, and NASA 
pronounced the outing a success, 
even though a small bolt floated 
off and got lost. 

Wearing bulky suits and gloves, 
the two Atlantis astronauts ventured 
outside to begin attaching a new 17 
i4-ton hox-like truss section that the 
space shuttle delivered earlier this 
week. The job involved connecting 
17 wires or tubes and tightening or 
loosening 167 bolts. 


Astronaut Joe Tanner was work- 
ing with a 1 T4-inch bolt with an 
attached spring when the washer 
holding it in fell off The bolt and 
spring floated over the head of astro- 
naut Heidemarie Stefanyshyn-Piper 
and skittered across the truss. 

Space debris can be dangerous 
if it punctures space station walls 
or spacesuits and can jam crucial 
mechanisms.

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Hamas offi- 
cials on Tuesday gave Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas the go- 
ahead for negotiations with Israel, 
a major shift in the militant Islamic 
group’s position toward the Jewish 
state as it worked to end its inter- 
national isolation. 

As Palestinian officials pushed 
ahead with efforts to form a nation- 
al unity government, an Israeli mil- 


itary court ordered the release of 
19 Hamas officials — including 
Cabinet ministers and lawmakers 
— from an Israeli prison. 

Hamas, whose ideology calls for 
Israel’s destruction, reached agree- 
ment Monday with Abbas’ Fatah 
Party to form a unity government 
in an effort to end the financial cri- 
sis crippling the Palestinian econ- 
omy. International donors cut off 
aid to the Palestinian Authority 
when Hamas formed its Cabinet 
six months ago. Hamas is listed 
as a terror group by Israel and 
the West.

Abbas has long pushed for a 
resumption of peace talks with 
Israel, and Hamas said Tuesday 
he would have full authority to 
hold those negotiations. 

Prime Minister Ismail Haniyeh, 
a Hamas leader, said the govern- 
ment itself would not be involved 
in the talks because negotiations 
are supposed to be handled by the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
headed by Abbas. The distinction 
could allow Hamas to retain its 
hard-line credentials with the 
Palestinian street, while the gov- 
ernment gains acceptance, (ap)

Report: U.S., Europe 
Fall Short in Education 


PARIS I American and European 
schoolchildren are losing ground 
to countries such as China and 
India that are adapting faster to 
changing needs and producing 
more of the high-skilled workers 
the 21st century demands, a new 
report says. 

Richer nations, especially in 
Europe, face a growing lack of 
ambition among their children, 
fed partly by social inequality that 
schools have failed to redress. 

“Education at a Glance,” an 
annual study by the Paris-based 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
released Tuesday, covers 30 of the 
world’s richest nations, but it also 


compares how they stack up with 
key non- OECD members China 
and India. 

That comparison will be cru- 
cial in the coming decades. The 
number of college graduates from 
China last year — 4.4 million — out- 
stripped that of the entire European 
Union. 

Some countries show a marked 
contrast between high-achievers 
and their struggling peers. More 
than a quarter of 15 -year- olds in 
the United States, Italy, Mexico, 
Portugal and Turkey performed at 
or below the lowest levels on math 
— and students from poor fami- 
lies were 3.5 times more likely to

Stampede Kills 51 
At Yemeni Rally 


Thousands jam into 
stadium in support of 
presidents re-eleetion 

SAN A, YEMEN I A Stampede broke 
out Tuesday in a stadium packed 
with thousands of people for an 
election campaign rally for Yemeni 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh, kill- 
ing at least 51 people and injuring 
230, including schoolchildren and 
teenagers bused in for the event. 

The disaster came as Saleh — 
in power for nearly 30 years — is 
campaigning in Yemen’s first com- 
petitive presidential elections, set 
for Sept. 20, against a rival who 
has drawn tens of thousands to 
his rallies. 

The president has been eager to 
show he has broad popular support 
— even announcing last year that he 
would not run for re-election, until 
he reversed himself several months 
ago, citing appeals from the public 
for him to stay. 

Saleh offered condolences to 
the families of the victims of the 
stampede, which occurred at a 
rally where he was speaking in the 
town of Ibb, 119 miles south of the 
capital, San' a. 

“The spontaneous scramble of

Yemeni people who rushed out with 
huge crowds to take part in the elec- 
toral rally is a clear evidence that 
Yemenis are lovers of democracy,” he 
was quoted as saying by the Yemeni 
official news agency. 

The small stadium in Ibb was 
filled beyond its capacity of around 
10,000, jammed with people car- 
rying gigantic posters of Saleh and 
banners vowing their support, (ap) 


Stingray Deaths May Be Irwin Revenge 


SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA I At least 10 
stingrays have been killed since 
“Crocodile Hunter” Steve Irwin was 
fatally injured by one of the fish, an 
official said Tuesday, prompting a 
spokesman for the late TV star’s ani- 
mal charity to urge people not take 
revenge on the animals. 

Stingray bodies since have 
been discovered on two beaches 
in Queensland state on Australia’s 
eastern coast. Two were discovered 
Tuesday with their tails lopped off, 
state fisheries department official 
Wayne Sumpton said. 

Michael Hornby, the executive 
director of Irwin’s Wildlife Warriors 
conservation group, said he was con- 
cerned the rays were being hunted 
in retaliation for Irwin’s death.

He said killing stingrays was

Patricia Dunn agrees 
to leave post amid flap 
over media leak probe 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I Hewlett-Packard 
Chairwoman Patricia Dunn will 
step down in January and be suc- 
ceeded by CEO Mark Hurd amid 
a widening scandal involving the 
computer and printer company’s 
possibly illegal probe into media 
leaks. 

Director George Keyworth H, 
who acknowledged sharing com- 
pany information with reporters, 
resigned from HP’s board Tuesday 
morning. 

Hurd will retain his existing 
positions as chief executive and 
president and Dunn will remain 
as a director after she relinquish- 
es the chair on Jan. 18. 

Dunn apologized for the tactics 
used in the company’s probe, which 


included “pretexting,” in which pri- 
vate investigators impersonated 
board members and journalists to 
acquire their phone records. 

The pressure on Dunn to step 
down from the $300,000-a-year 
chairwoman post rose sharply 

Dunn Dunn was 

angry about the 
media leaks of confidential board 
discussions and commissioned an 
unnamed outside firm to identi- 
fy their source. They used Social 
Security numbers and other per- 
sonal data to get phone companies 
to turn over detailed logs of home 
phone calls of reporters and compa- 
ny directors.

Putting a New Look 
On a Founding Father 


Washington expands 
his impression, thanks 
to Va. estate workers 

MOUNT VERNON, VA. I The legs are 
a little spindly, and the shoulders 
somewhat slight for a man so often 
described as strapping. But even 
as a 19 -year- old surveyor, George 
Washington exuded the good looks 
and dignified bearing that served 
him so well as a general and then 
as president. 

Workers at George Washington’s 
Mount Vernon estate put the finish- 
ing touches Tuesday on a re-creation 
of Washington at age 19, as well as 
a 45 -year- old commander of the 
Continental Army at Valley Forge 
and at age 57, when he was first inau- 
gurated president in 1789. 

Mount Vernon officials want 


to reinvigorate the public percep- 
tion of the Founding Father, which 
they fear is that of the stodgy, stern 
face on the dollar bill. They commis- 
sioned the life-size sculptures — at 
a cost of more than $1 million — to 
serve as a centerpiece for a new $95 
million visitor’s center to open on 
the estate grounds next month. 

Research on the project was 
meticulous. The estate hired an 
anthropology professor to do an age- 
regression analysis of Washington’s 
face calculating the changes that 
would have occurred as he aged and 
lost his teeth. They took detailed 
measurements of Washington’s tai- 
lored clothes to gain insight about 
his body shape. 

The results are striking. The 
face of the future president shines 
through clearly in the 19-year-old 
model. (AP)

I Marylanders 
who showed up to vote Tuesday at 
some polling places in the state’s 
largest county and Baltimore found 
precincts that weren’t ready for 
them, prompting judges to extend 
voting hours in both Montgomery 
County and Baltimore. 

Montgomery County Circuit 
Judge Eric Johnson granted the 


county elections board’s petition for 
an order to keep the polls open an 
extra hour, until 9 p.m., because of 
the “emergency circumstances.” 

Baltimore Circuit Judge 
Marcella Holland ordered the city 
elections board to keep its polling 
places open an extra hour, said city 
election director Gene Raynor. Her 
order was the result of a lawsuit filed 
by the Maryland Democratic Party 
andtheNAACP. 

“I regret that we even had to go 
through this process. We can do bet- 
ter than that,” said U.S. Rep. Elijah 


Cummings, D -Baltimore. “I want 
our state and our city to be a shin- 
ing example of what should take 
place on election day.” 

In Montgomery County, the 
problems began Tuesday when vot- 
ers arrived at polling places to find 
the electronic voting machines could 
not be used because election offi- 
cials had not delivered the cards vot- 
ers needed to operate them, (ap)

Damon Wayans goes 
back to the TV with 
a profane new show 

DEBUTS I Expletives were flying, 
body parts were being poked, Mafia 
culture was being mocked, and 
Damon Wayans was in whiteface. 

Wayans was playing an 
inappropriately affectionate mob 
hit man in a skit titled “Touchy 


Feely Guy” for his comedy series 
“The Underground,” which debuts 
tonight on Showtime at 10 p.m. 

“It’s Tn Living Color’ on ste- 
roids,” said Wayans, referring 
to the ’90s Fox series created by 
brother Keenen Ivory Wayans. 
“We get a chance to complete 
the joke. And if you want to see 
something that’s shockingly funny, 
tune in. ... It’s the next generation 
of comedy.” 


Wayans, 46, first became known 
for his portrayal of outrageous char- 
acters on “In Living Color,” includ- 
ing the hilariously scary Homey 
D. Clown. Then he starred for five 
seasons on “My Wife and Kids.” 
He felt stifled on that ABC prime- 
time sitcom, which was canceled 
last year. 

“It’s scary, because I have to stop 
censoring myself, because you go, 
‘They’re not going to let me do that ! ’ 


but then you go, ‘This is Showtime ! ’ 
This is breaking that television men- 
tality,” he said. 

Clips from the cable series shown 
to a gathering of television critics 
in July clearly offended some in the 
audience. 

Prompting an especially 
strong reaction was “The ‘Real’ 
Vagina Monologues,” featuring 
the female body part chattering 
opinions. There was also a routine 
involving male private parts. 

Wayans defended the skits as 
“honest.” But he says he will not 
be surprised if the raw humor 
offends everyone at least some of 
the time. 

“I think we are a very repressed 
society, just very hypocritical,” 
he said, comparing American 
television unfavorably to British 
comedy shows like “Little Britain,” 
the original “The Office” and “Benny 
Hill,” all of which he looked at for 
inspiration. 

He’s definitely truthful about 
what he dubs his “shock and awe” 
tactics. 

“I just have to shock people and 
get them watching. I’ve got to get 
people talking, so some of it is just 
designed for that,” he admits. “I’ve 
got to get people there, then I can 
be smarter, I can be a little more 
political, I can be more about social 
commentary, but now I’ve just got 
to be funny.” 

“I think there is a way of present- 
ing anything as long as it’s funny,” 
said Wayans. “The only thing I don’t 
do is God jokes, because I don’t 
want God to do Damon jokes.”

REDSKINS I The first- team offense 
scored, something it didn’t do dur- 
ing all of preseason. 

Otherwise, the debut of the 2006 
Washington Redskins was quite a 
letdown. The overhauled attack was 
more cute than cunning, and the 
defense will be in serious trouble 
all season unless it can figure out 
how to cover somebody. 

Gifted with a Monday night 
home opener against a rookie head 
coach, the Redskins were stunned 
19-16 by the Minnesota Vikings, 
who could have won the game eas- 
ily if not for a few dropped passes. 
The excuses of the 0-4 preseason, 
when the players said the schemes 
were vanilla and that all would be 
fine once the regular season switch 
was thrown, were no longer valid 
Tuesday as coach Joe Gibbs and his 
charges reviewed the tape. 

“We had a great effort,” Gibbs 
said. “But we were inconsistent all 
over the place.” 

Granted, the Redskins didn’t start 
well last year, when the offense went 
714 quarters into the season before 
scoring a touchdown, but there’s 
less margin for error this season in 


a competitive division and with a 
Sunday night visit to the team’s big- 
gest rival next on tap. 

“We’ve put ourselves in a tough 
situation going down to Dallas,” 
cornerback Shawn Springs said. 
“Somebody in the NFC East is going 
to be 0-2, and that’s not where you 
want to be.” 

Springs is recovering from 
abdominal surgery, and he was sore- 


ly missed Monday night. Defensive 
backs Carlos Rogers, Kenny Wright, 
Sean Taylor, Mike Rumph, Vernon 
Fox and Adam Archuleta had their 
hands full with the undistinguished 
Vikings receivers.

Jansen to Discuss HGH With NFL

REDSKINS I Washington Redskins 
offensive tackle Jon Jansen will 
meet soon with NFL officials to dis- 
cuss his allegations that a number 
of NFL players use human growth 
hormone and other performance- 
enhancing substances. 

NFL spokesman Greg Aiello said 
Tuesday in New York that a date for 
the meeting had not been set.

“Costas Now” that “maybe 15, 20 
percent” of the league’s players 
use illegal performance-enhanc- 
ers.

When you do the numbers, 
it sounds like a bigger percentage 
than it really is. I meant it was a 
small percentage of guys.” 

Jansen did have strong com- 
ments about HGH, for which there 
is no reliable test.

Goodell was in Washington 
on Monday night for the Vikings- 
Redskins game.

That leaves it up the offense to 
grasp A1 Saunders’ 700-page play- 
book in a week. All those fancy off- 
season moves may yet work out this 
year, but for now, the Redskins are 
stuck playing catch-up.

A1 Groh was at his slippery hest 
on Tuesday when asked how the 
Cavaliers quarterback position 
will shake out this week. 

Starter Christian Olsen faltered 
in the Cavaliers’ opening 38-13 loss 
at Pittsburgh and struggled again 
for three quarters last week before 
Kevin McCabe came on and threw 
a touchdown pass in overtime that 
lifted Virginia to a 13-12 victory 
against Wyoming.

McCabe had thrown only 14 
collegiate passes when the season 
began. The junior said he had to 
tone down his excitement when he 
got the call to go in. 

“I was thinking to myself that it’s 
a big situation hut at the same time, 
I just didn’t want to put any added 
pressure on myself,” he said. 

Besides quarterback, Groh has 
other offensive concerns as the 
Cavaliers (1-1) prepare to face the 
Broncos, who lost 31-19 at Scott 
Stadium to begin last season. 

Through two games, Virginia has 
rushed for just 84 yards behind an 
line that includes a freshman, two 
sophomores and two juniors. The 
Cavaliers, conversely, have given up 
322 yards on the ground, and been

Frankie Andreu and another 
former Armstrong teammate who 
requested anonymity because he 
still works in cycling told The New 
York Times they used the endur- 
ance booster EPO to prepare for 
the 1999 Tour de France. 

Neither rider has ever tested 
positive for drugs and both said 
they never saw Armstrong take 
any banned substances. 

“I think it’s a pretty nasty 
attempt by The New York Times 
to link me to doping through some- 
body else’s admission,” Armstrong 
said. “You have to read way down 
in the article until Frankie says, T 
never saw Lance do anything.’ ” 

The Times first reported the 
story on its Web site Monday night. 
Armstrong could not be reached for 
comment by the Times. 

“We feel the story is completely 
fair. It says in the eighth paragraph 
his teammates never saw him take 
drugs,” Times sports editor Tom Jolly 
said. “The story never accuses him

Rapper Tupac Shakur 
reconsidered — 10 
years after his death 

In the years since hip-hop lost its 
most dynamic figure, other stars 
have embodied some of Tupac 
Shakur’s qualities. 

50 Cent’s bullet-scarred body 
recalls Shakur’s dangerous side. 
Eminem’s lyrics remind us of 
Shakur’s dark and depressing images 
of life. Jay-Z’s hits are reminiscent 
of Shakur’s prolific output. 

But 10 years after Shakur died on 
Sept. 13, 1996, no rapper is as multi- 
faceted or as challenging. A charis- 
matic actor, a felon, a brilliant song- 
writer, a misogynist and avisionary 
— Shakur still fascinates. 

“I want to be in the future known 
as somebody,” Shakur said. “I want 
people to be talking about me, like, 
‘Remember when he was real bad?”’ 

They’re still talking. College 
courses have even dissected his 
songs. But why? 

Though some call Shakur the 
greatest rapper ever, the assess- 
ment’s hardly universal. As an actor 
in films such as “Juice” and “Poetic 
Justice,” Shakur was an explosive.

but unrefined, talent. He was con- 
victed of sexual assault, and though 
he espoused black empowerment, 
he spent the end of his life inciting 
a rap war. 

Yet Shakur’s very fallibility may 
explain why he remains beloved. 

“He was the heroic figure — very 
flawed, very passionate, very hand- 
some, very outspoken, very talented 
— who comes along once in a life- 
time,” said Vibe magazine editor 
Danyel Smith. 

Shakur was born to former Black 
Panther Afeni Shakur in 1971 — his 
father wasn’t around. 

His mother’s politics infused 
many of Shakur’s raps. But his lyr- 
ics also reflect his unstable child- 
hood — his mother battled drugs 
and lived in poverty. Pain and frus- 
tration became inspirations, too. 

Though he attended a school for 
talented teens, he dabbled in street 
life. His talent would lead him into

an equally turbulent world. 

As Shakur once said, “[I didn’t 
have] no police record until I made 
a record.” 

With each platinum CD, trou- 
ble found him anew. He was criti- 
cized by national figures such as 
Dan Quayle and was involved in 
a gunfight with off-duty police 
officers. While his pro-woman 
anthem “Keep Ya Head Up” scaled 


the charts, he was accused of sex- 
ual assault. While on trial, he sur- 
vived a shooting — for which the 
Notorious B.I.G. and Sean “Diddy” 
Combs were present. Shakur was 
convicted and spent several months 
in prison before Suge Knight got 
him out on bail. 

In the last year of his life, Shakur 
was at his most popular — and most 
reckless. He ignited an East Coast- 


West Coast rap war, claiming that 
Biggie and Diddy were responsible 
for his shooting. 

On the last night of his life, 
Shakur beat a gang member in a 
Las Vegas casino. Hours later, riding 
shotgun in Knight’s BMW, Shakur, 
only 25, was riddled with bullets. No 
charges have ever been filed. 

Shakur remains a vital pres- 
ence in hip-hop. This is partially 
due to the volume of material he 
left behind. (So many CDs of pre- 
viously unreleased songs have been 
issued since his death that a few 
people are convinced that he’s still 
alive.) Equally important, though, is 
that songs such as “So Many Tears” 
and “Changes” speak to despair and 
pain that remain in urban America.

U.S. school buses get 
a second life shuttling 
commuters in Congo 

Ever wonder where Ameriea’s yel- 
low sehool buses go to die? Some 
don’t — they find a second life on 
Central Africa’s rutted, traffic- 
choked roads. 

Boxy buses that once cart- 
ed American children now haul 
Congo’s impoverished people, young 
and old — and their loads of pre- 
served fish, powdered milk, beans 
and onions. Charging breakneck 
around the capital, the yellow buses 
rattle fiercely as they crash through 
the potholes peppering Kinshasa’s 
roads. The blinking tail lights that 
had protected many a child are now 
either missing or broken. 

While many cast-off prod- 
ucts from rich Western countries 
find new use in Africa, the ripped 
T-shirts, faintly treaded shoes and 
old eomputers haven’t had their

original use quite as thoroughly 
inverted as the yellow sehool bus: 
Yellow buses symbolize safety and 
restraint on Ameriean roads. Not 
here in Congo. 

“This bus is all about speed,” says 
Alfonse Musambu, a 39-year-old 
pastor of a Kinshasa church called 
The Chandeliers of Gold, sitting in 
a bus as it barrels across Kinshasa. 
“Pedestrians are used to it. They 
know how to get out of the way.” 

Speedometers don’t work on 
many of the buses, but they appear 
to reach speeds of up to 50 mph, 
fairly fast given Kinshasa’s traffic 
and the condition of its roads. 

An American might be horrified 


at the sight. With traffie so chaotic 
and roads so rutted, safety seems 
beside the point, but Congolese 
cherish the buses as comfortable 
and sturdy — particularly since the 
alternative for most is dodgy taxi 


vans or walking. 

The yellow buses first arrived 
in the early 1980s in what was 
then called Zaire, run by the cor- 
rupt dictator Mobutu Sese Seko, 
whose government imported the 



vehicles from America to ferry 
civil servants to work. 

Those vehicles crumbled 
under the neglect and corrup- 
tion that characterized life under 
Mobutu, who took power in a 1965 
coup d’etat and ruled for 32 years 
before fleeing ahead of a rebel 
advance on Kinshasa and dying 
in exile in 1997. 

Now private entrepreneurs are 
bringing in the buses. 

Most of Congo’s new generation 
of yellow buses come from Virginia 
or Maryland, says Jeff Cohen, sales 
manager at Sonny Merryman Inc., 
the Rustburg, Va., company that 
sold the yellow buses to Kinshasa- 
based Nasser Trans. Cohen’s compa- 
ny sells used yellow buses to African 
and South American enterprises, 
usually after a decade of service to 
American schools. 

Cohen said the buses he ships meet 
U.S. safety standards when they leave, 
adding that while school districts in 
Virginia use the buses for 10 or 12 
years, others elsewhere in the States 
keep them running for up to 30. 

Spare parts for the buses are a 
problem, but Nasser Trans chief 
mechanic Jules Biba addresses 
it in typical Congolese fashion: 
improvisation. “Sometimes we 
lack a brake pad, so we bend some 
scrap metal and use that,” says 
Biba. “But it’s not an ideal solution.”

Brent Gresham thought he had 
a respectable handshake. But, 
boy, was he mistaken. During a 
week-long etiquette and proto- 
col class held at the Ritz-Carlton 
in McLean last month, Gresham, 
22, volunteered to role-play by 
doing the old grip-and-grin on 
a couple of fellow, female stu- 
dents. He introduced himself in 
his smooth Southern accent and 
delicately grasped each of them 
by the hand. 

But according to Pamela E)Ting, 
his Protocol School ofWashington 
instructor, Gresham was doing it 
incorrectly. Regardless of sex or age.

everyone should get a nice, firm, 
two -pump handshake. 

“I feel like I had a good hand- 
shake before,” said Gresham. 
“What I didn’t know — and maybe 
it’s a Southern thing — is that you 
shouldn’t be afraid to shake a lady’s 
hand, that they aren’t fragile.” 
Gresham once worked as a manager 
at the Westin Resort Hilton Head, 
where he often shook upwards of 
1,000 paws a day. “I was kind of 
grasping their hands because I 
didn’t want to be a bone-crusher,” 
he recalled. 

Gresham took the class in 
August while he was on break from 
his MBA program at the University 
of South Carolina. He’s like many 
etiquette-challenged professionals, 
both aspiring and established, who 
are discovering that a crash course 
in watching their workplace P’s and 
Q’s could benefit them both in their 
careers and their personal lives. 

In an age when it often seems 
that manners have gone the way 
of the coin- operated pay phone, it’s

no surprise that etiquette classes 
are more popular than ever. People 
who understand the importance of 
following protocol and having good 
manners in the business realm often 
find that these skills translate into 
pay raises and promotions. 

“We re a society that has become 
so casual and tech-focused,” said 
Eyring, director of the Protocol 
School ofWashington (psow.com), 
which offered the course Gresham 
took. His session ran 40 hours and 
cost $5,500. “Companies are having 
a hard time with different genera- 
tions and people who don’t under- 
stand the basics.” She thinks of eti- 
quette as the art and protocol as the 
science. “Protocol are the rules,” she 
said, “and etiquette is how we imple- 
ment the rules in society.” 

The 18-year-old Protocol 
School features both on-site and 
online classes such as “Train to 
be a Corporate Etiquette and 
International Protocol Consultant” 
and a Sept. 23-27 course, “Protocol 
Officer Training,” aimed at profes- 
sionals who work for executives, 
ambassadors and VIPs. 

Bad manners in a work environ- 
ment can range from wearing inap- 
propriate shoes (flip-flops, sky-high 
heels) to blundering an important 


introduction (“Yo, Boss Lady, this 
is our new intern!”). 

But faux pas can also be sub- 
tler and more mundane. Randstad 


USA’s 2006 Workplace Trends sur- 
vey shows that employees’ pet peeves 
in the office include loud talkers, 
public reprimands, ringing cell 


phones, use of speakerphones in 
public areas and typing on PDAs 
during meetings. 

“Technology has created an envi- 


ronment where we communicate 
less face-to-face, and we have for- 
gotten the people part — how to be 
warm and engaging and not offen- 
sive,” said DeNita Turner, founder 
and president of Image Builders, 
Inc. (denitaturner.com). Turner 
has worked with the National 
Basketball League, Marriott and 
Turner Broadcasting, teaching

everything from dining etiquette 
to nonverbal communication. 
“We’re getting rusty at presenting 
ourselves.” 

Turner and Eyring both recom- 
mend etiquette and protocol train- 
ing for anyone who owns his or her 
own business or works in human 
resources, customer relations, mar- 
keting, event planning or interna- 
tional relations. 

“It’s also important for people

trying to maximize their poten- 
tial,” Turner said. “If you take time 
to learn the smaller details of life, 
people have confidence in having 
you take on more responsibility.” 

The most recent session of 
Eyring’s four-times-a-year class 
attracted 22 students — most- 
ly women — from as far away as 
Quebec and Mississippi. They 
gathered in a paneled, windowless 
meeting room at the Ritz- Carlton. 
Sporting business suits, students sat 
taking notes on subjects as diverse 
as how to stand at a social gather- 
ing (with hands out of your pockets, 
not crossed or clasped in front, but 
hanging at your side so you’re ready 
to shake hands) to howto remember 
names (keep repeating them men- 
tally). Some topics even veered into 
awkward territory — yes, it’s OK 
to tell your lunch partner she has 
something green in her teeth, but 
please do it discreetly. 

Eyring, the former chief of 
protocol at Wright- Patterson Air 
Eorce Base in Dayton, Ohio, strolled 
around the room confidently and 
energetically in her charcoal-col- 
ored pantsuit and pearls. When 
students volunteered to be good- 
manners guinea pigs, she’d hand 
out prizes like chocolates. 

Her advice for wannabe Ms. 
and Mr. Manners included tips 
such as not holding your drink in 
your right hand at cocktail parties. 


“There’s nothing worse than some- 
one wiping their hand off before a 
handshake,” she said. And in the 
arena of small talk, she counseled 
her charges to avoid topics such 
as diet habits, health, the price of 
things or controversial issues like 
religion or politics. 

Nancy Mitchell, a protocol and 
etiquette consultant who is a 2003 
alumna of the Protocol School,

worked as the director of special 
events and protocol at the Library of 
Congress for more than two decades 
before she started spreading good 
manners on her own. Mitchell said 
Washington is a relatively polished 
city, which is one of the reasons she 
sees such demand for classes. 

“I think, overall, Washington is 
on a higher plane [for protocol] than 
other areas of the country,” she said. 
‘It’s awhite-coUartown, and it has the 
military, which is really, really high

on etiquette. People want these skills 
and realize they’re as important as an 
MBA or advanced IT training.” 

Mitchell teaches seminars at 
George Washington and Stanford 
universities and will offer an eve- 
ning class, “Extreme Etiquette,” 
at Dupont Circle’s First Class 
(takeaclass.org) Oct. 26. The class 
covers etiquette sins (poor listening, 
failing to put the comfort of others 
before your own) — plus skills to 
improve your dining manners and 
electronic etiquette.

“There’s a right way and a wrong 
way [to conduct business],” she said. 
“We don’t think about the way we 
make introductions, but the prop- 
er way is to introduce the high- 
er-ranking person to the lower- 
ranking person. That’s something 
I’ll change.” 

She also plans on imparting les- 
sons she’s learned to younger people 
in her office who don’t always dress 
appropriately. She said, “A midriff 
top and pants hanging off your butt 
aren’t necessarily the right things 
to wear in a workplace.” melanie d.g.

Etiquette tomes turn

The citizens of the world, it seems, 
think Americans have atrocious 
manners. According to a graph that 
recently ran in the New York Times 
Magazine, more than 60 percent of 
Jordanians find U.S. citizens rude. 
Folks in Indonesia, Canada, Turkey 
and Pakistan also think we’re boors. 
In an increasingly global society,

Readers learn how natives make 
decisions and why you should never 
say “no” in public in some coun- 
tries (Honduras), while in others, 
you should never believe “no” the 
first time it comes up in negotia- 
tions (Ukraine). 

Country-specific tips are com- 
prehensive and quite culturally 
informative. For example, you

ductions and avoid problems such 
as forgetting Bob from corporate’s 
last name when introducing him to 
your new secretary. 

For manners morons, the volume 


amusingly details why it’s wrong to 
call female colleagues “cupcake” or 
to bring your pet to a party at your 
boss’ house. Other office no-nos: 
chewing gum in front of clients or 
answering your cell phone in the 
bathroom. 

“THE PDWER DF NICE: HDWTD CDNQUER 
THE BUSINESS WDRLD WITH KINDNESS,” 
BY LINDA KAPLAN THALER AND RDBIN 
KDVAL ($18, DDUBLEDAY): The authors, 
both advertising executives, use this 
little book to put forth their theo- 
ry that the workplace needn’t be a 
dog-eat-dog world.

Targeted largely at receptionists, 
sales associates and those who inter- 
act daily with their company’s cus- 
tomers, this entry in the seemingly 
endless book series isn’t for every- 
one, but there are a few sections that 
should be mandatory reading for 
all office workers. For example, the 
authors equate using all capital let- 
ter in an e-mail to “throwing an 
online hissy fit,” and advise smil- 
ing when you talk on the phone to 
help your voice sound friendly and 
receptive, m.d.g.k. 
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Bartending schools 
teach you how to 
pour and score tips 

Halfway down the wood counter, 
a bartender was casually making 
some sort of delicious-looking 
blue concoction, taking his time 
garnishing it, running a twist of 
lime around the edge of the glass. 
Folks bellied up to his bar, includ- 
ed a middle-aged woman chewing 
maniacally on a wad of gum and a 
young chick wearing a belt with a 
Playboy logo who furiously twirled 
her frizzy hair between her fingers . 
Then there was the young guy in the 
stocking cap, keeping to himself. 
Was he wearing eyeliner? 

Was this a scene from a gritty 
indie movie or a night at a dive 
bar? Nah, just the first day of a 
class at the Maryland Bartending 
Academy. 

School? For tending bar? You 
bet. If you only had to pour a draft

or get wine from a box to work as a 
mixologist, getting trained in pour- 
ing and mixing might be extraneous . 
But it’s hard enough to hear over the 
racket in most nightspots, much 
less learn the differences between 
highballs like a Pacific Breeze and 
an Atlantic Breeze. (The former’s 
a simple blend of vodka, curacao 
and lemonade; the later involves 
rum and lots of juices.) 

And then there are garnishes. 
Without proper training, you might 
accidentally put a lemon in a gin 
and tonic instead of the requisite 
lime. The horror! 

And as anybody who’s sipped 
through a badly made Rangoon 
Swoon can tell you, a good bar- 
tender is worth a mint — and he 
or she is likely to pocket nearly that 
much on a busy night. 

“The guy at a bar I went to 
was consistently busy,” said Jonas 
Mitchell, a recent graduate of 
Arlington’s Professional Bartending 
School. “He’d walk out with $400 
to $600 every Friday and Saturday 
night.” After a stint in the armed 
forces ended, Mitchell decided 
he’d like to leave the foxhole for 
the watering hole. 

“I went and checked out the 
school. It offered a free class to 
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show you what you’ll learn, and 
I was extremely impressed,” said 
Mitchell. “The guy that taught 
it was funny and [really] knowl- 
edgeable.” 

There are two long-stand- 
ing “cocktail colleges” in the 
D.C.-Arlington-Baltimore area: 
Maryland Bartending Academy 
in Glen Burnie and Professional 
Bartending School in Arlington. 
Both allow prospective students 
to come in and observe a free 
class before they sign on for what 
amounts to Barkeeping 101. If wan- 
nabe Trader Vies like what they see, 
they can attend sessions ranging 
from one to two weeks, during 
which they learn the tips, tricks 
and techniques of mixology. 

Courses tend to be self-paced, 
meaning students glean informa- 
tion during class, then practice what

they’ve learned behind the school 
bars for as many hours as it takes for 
them to get comfortable. But before 
you get all abuzz at the thought of 
a class that encourages you to mix, 
drink up and repeat, know that a 
cardinal rule of bartending school 
is that future Moes, Sams and Ricks 
train with colored water. 

At Maryland Bartending 
Academy, would-be barkeeps are 
paired with partners who quiz each 
other and compete to see who can 
make the most drinks in the least 
amount of time. All of the lectures 
are taught in person by experi- 
enced bartenders, but the classes 
are also available on video for those 
who missed a session. 

Think you can’t remember reci- 
pes for concoctions from Alabama 
Slammers to Zombies? Bartending 
Continued on page E10

schoolteachers emphasize easy ways 
to remember drinks, like the acro- 
nym for a Sex on the Beach (which 
is CHA-M-P ... Chamhord, melon 
liqueur and pineapple juice) or a 
Red-Headed Slut (Peaches Just 
Came, which stands for peach 
schnapps, Jagermeister and cran- 
berry juice). To graduate, students 
must pass three written exams and 
a speed test, in which they make 20 
drinks in 10 minutes. 

Fees range from $500 to $600 
for most courses, and reps for each 
school swear you can make that back 
in the first two weeks of full-time 
work. Bartending schools usually 
provide extensive placement ser- 
vices to help students secure spots 
behind the bar. 

“We get owners and managers 
who call us wanting to hire our 
students,” said Sandy Dodson, the 
director’s assistant and job place- 
ment guru at Maryland Bartending 


Academy. “Once our students grad- 
uate, they go on a special Web site 
and see what jobs are there. We give 
them details, and if they are inter- 
ested, they contact that employer.” 
Dodson estimated they place about 
90 percent of their students who 
seek jobs in the field. 

Can you tend bar without going 
to school? Absolutely. But Mitchell 
said you’ll make more and move up 
faster with some training. 

“They give you all the info in 
two weeks and you’re ready to hit 
the ground running, versus waiting 
until someone says, ‘Give me that 
drink,’ and then you get your prac- 
tice making that drink in front of 
them,” he said. 

David Fritzler, general manag- 
er of Tryst in Adams Morgan, said 
attending a bartending school is 
helpful for an aspiring drink dis- 
penser, but that alone won’t land 
you a job at his nightspot. 

“I have mixed feelings,” he said. 
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BARROOM BLITZ: Good looks help bartenders earn tips, but classes school them in drink recipes and garnishing know-how. 


“You get a lot of experience pour- 
ing drinks at school, but there’s no 
replacement for real-time experi- 
ence. We only hire bartenders with 
experience, or [we] promote current 
servers working in the club.” 

What makes a good bartender? “If 
you don’t handle a stressful situation 
that’s continually moving and non- 
stop, you’re not cut out for this,” said 
Drew Swift, a bartender and assis- 
tant general manager at The Reef in 
Adams Morgan. ‘You have to baby-sit 
at the same time. You have to be intel- 
ligent, think on your feet and keep 
going for long periods of time.” 

Personality is also key — think 
the party-hearty attitude of those 
gals in “Coyote Ugly,” the “every- 
body-knows-your-name” friendli- 
ness of Sam and Woody in “Cheers,” 
or the gruff commiserating of Moe 
in “The Simpsons.” 

Then, too, a top-notch bartend- 
er needs to be responsible. “Since 
they’re serving alcohol, it’s impor- 
tant they monitor consumption,” 
Fritzler said. And someone who’s 
not a good pourer “can have a big 
impact on liquor costs,” he said. 

Those topics are covered in most 
bartending schools. Students learn 
ways to conserve alcohol, like rest- 


ing the shot glass on the rim of a 
glass before pouring so any excess 
goes into the drink. Customer rela- 
tions and alcohol-abuse awareness 
are also taught. 

And at both metro-area schools, 
students can learn how to dazzle 
barflies by whipping up a Screaming 
Banana while simultaneously jug- 
gling liqueur bottles at separate 
“Flair” sessions. Think of these as 
advanced placement classes, where 
hotshot barkeeps master moves like 
the ones Tom Cruise used to wow 
the women in “Cocktail.” 

After taking his two-week course 
at the Professional Bartending 
School, Mitchell scored a job at 
the legendary Capitol Hill hang- 
out the Hawk ’n’ Dove. He made 
his tuition back in one week. 

But the student became the 
teacher when Mitchell later went 
back to Professional Bartending 
School, where he “taught for a year 
and a half That was a dream come 
true,” said Mitchell. “I took over for 
my teacher, the one who’d been so 
smart and had known so much.” 
And he’s since moved onward and 
upward: He’s currently the bar 
manager at Love, a nightclub in 
Northeast D.C. 


BECOME A MIX MASTER

Students at the FBI 
Academy confront a 
post-9/ll universe 

In a classroom at the FBI Academy 
in Quantico, instructor Rodney 
Loose was trying to introduce the 
history of Islam to a new group of 
future agents. He had one hour. 

The 50 men and women would 
be joining the ranks of an agency 
whose top officials have declared 
fighting terrorism to be its No. 1 pri- 
ority. They listened intently as Loose 
rushed through his topics: Sunnis 
and Shiites, the Koran, Mecca and 
Medina, four-part Arabic names, 
and the five pillars of Islam. 

“Can you tell us about sleeper 
cells?” a recruit asked. 

“I don’t think we’re going to have 
time to get into this,” a frustrated 
Loose said. “I wish I had more time. 
But it’s just not possible.” 


Since the FBI came under with- 
ering criticism for its part in the 
intelligence community’s failure to 
prevent the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
on the World Trade Center and the 
Pentagon, the bureau has added 37 
hours of counterterrorism training 
at Quantico for new agents. But that 
represents just 5 percent of the cur- 
riculum, and only one hour is about 
Islam, Arabic culture and under- 
standing the terrorist mind-set 

With so little time, Loose could 
just make it through Page 7 of his 
14 -page handout. No time to discuss 
suicide bombers, Islamic extrem- 
ism or terrorist psychology. 

In a graduation speech at the 
U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point this May, President Bush 
declared: “We have transformed 
the FBI into an agency whose pri- 
mary focus is stopping terrorism.” 
But Loose’s predicament goes 
to the heart of whether the tra- 


dition-bound bureau, famously 
resistant to change, has fulfilled 
that mandate. 

In the aftermath of Sept. 11, 
some of the FBI’s harshest critics 
concluded that trying to restructure 
the agency was pointless and called 
instead for creating an entirely new 
domestic intelligence agency. But 
FBI Director Robert S. Mueller III 
convinced Congress and the admin- 
istration that the bureau should be 
the lead domestic counterterrorism 
agency, combining traditional law 
enforcement duties with the intel- 
ligence-gathering necessary to pen- 
etrate terrorist cells and prevent 
attacks. He promised the training 
would reflect that new role. 

Sen. Charles E. Grassley (R- 
lowa), a senior member of the 
Judiciary Committee, said the 
year after the attacks: “The FBI 
deserves a chance to get its act 
together.” He added: “But their 
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time to move from investigating 
Bonnie-and-Clyde-type crimes 
to preventing terrorist activities is 
getting shorter.” 

Last fall, the FBI granted a 
Washington Post reporter unprec- 
edented post-9/ll access to a class of 
recruits as the students underwent 
18 weeks of training at Quantico. 
Here, on a 385-acre portion of the 
giant Marine Corps base 40 miles 
south of Washington, is where 750 
recruits this year will be imbued 
with the FBI’s culture, tested by 
physical challenges and taught 
basic skills. Here, too, terrorism and 
intelligence experts say, is where the 
bureau must translate the rhetoric 
of its director and the president into 
a curriculum that prepares future 
agents for a new mission. 

Some changes in the academy’s 
approach are evident. More recruits

have advanced degrees and stronger 
backgrounds in science and com- 
puters. They no longer memorize 
the names of New York’s five orga- 
nized-crime families, and classes on 
health care fraud and white-collar 
crime have been replaced by lec- 
tures and hands-on training in 
investigative techniques. “It’s way 
beyond what it’s been in the past,” 
said Keith Blotter, the academy’s 
deputy assistant director for train- 
ing. “We didn’t have any intelligence 
training before 9/11.” 

But the majority of the 701.5 
hours is devoted, as it has been for 
decades, to traditional law enforce- 
ment skills, a fact that is under- 
scored by the constant sound of 
gunfire from firing ranges. In all, 
114.5 hours of training are devoted 
to learning to shoot.

Additionally, 78 hours are ded- 
icated to teaching arrest tech- 
niques and defensive tactics, and 
36 hours to forensics. Recruits also 
undergo rigorous physical fitness 
tests, study law and ethics, learn 
to identify drugs, hone computer 
skills, and investigate a practice 
criminal case and present the evi- 
dence in moot court. 

FBI officials say the academy 
is “minting” new agents who need 
basic skills to enforce more than 
200 federal statutes covering such 
diverse topics as public corruption, 
bank robberies and the protection 
ofbald eagles. 

“We’ve got to do the same things 
the FBI has been doing forever,” said 
Supervisory Special Agent John 
Kerr, chief of Quantico’s physical 
training unit. “Look at the cases 
being made across the country, the 
same old-fashioned way: interviews 
and informants on the street. Some 
of the rules have changed, but it’s the 
same investigative strategy.” 

To bureau critics, the approach is 
more appropriate for chasing John 
Dillinger than Osama bin Laden. 
They say the training shows that 
the FBI culture is still too focused 
on solving crimes after they occur 


and collecting evidence to support 
prosecution rather than working to 
recruit informants or develop intel- 
ligence about a terrorist cell before 
it can attack. 

“Chasing criminals, you have 
to be armed,” said U.S. Court of 
Appeals Judge Richard A. Posner, 
author of “Preventing Surprise 
Attacks: Intelligence Reform in 
the Wake of 9/11.” Posner sup- 
ports the idea of creating a sepa- 
rate domestic intelligence agency 
like Britain’s MIS, which recently 
uncovered an alleged plot to blow 
up as many as 10 planes bound for 
the United States. 

“You also have to know about 
bank robbers. But there’s this com- 
pletely different job called gather- 
ing intelligence. That’s snooping, 
not chasing criminals.” 

Thomas J. Harrington, depu- 
ty assistant director of the FBI’s 
counterterrorism division, called 
the anti-terrorism and intelli- 
gence training at Quantico “a work 
in progress.” 

“We are trying to upgrade it,” he 
said. “But it takes time to get to the 
point where the instructors are as 
competent as we want.” 

Daniel Coleman, who until his 
retirement was the FBI’s foremost

expert on bin Laden, said that coun- 
terterrorism is too complex a sub- 
ject to be taught in much depth dur- 
ing basic training at Quantico, but 
that it should be taught by the FBI. 
“If they are going to be devoted to 
counterterrorism,” he said, “there 
should be a basic counterterrorism 
school” after Quantico. 

What additional training the 
FBI does provide is, as one official 
acknowledged, “somewhat ad hoc.” 
Instructors from West Point help 
the FBI train some agents assigned 
to joint terrorism task forces, and 
there are conferences as well as 
some language training. 

Harrington said the bureau is 
creating a more formal program in 
which agents who have been with 
the FBI for three years will special- 
ize in an area, such as counterter- 
rorism and intelligence, and receive 
more training. But that a curricu- 
lum is not yet in place. 

The FBI has also been trying 
to upgrade training for analysts, 
who don’t carry badges or guns or 
investigate cases but have the criti- 
cal job of connecting bits of intel- 
ligence. Since last October, future 
analysts have attended a new five- 
to nine-week basic training course 
at Quantico, a breakthrough for a 
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group of FBI employees who have 
long felt like second-class citizens 
in the bureau’s hierarchy. 

In 2003, as the centerpiece of 
his effort to update the bureau, 
Mueller reorganized intelligence 
operations and began hiring ana- 
lysts in unprecedented numbers. 
But there was no comprehensive 
intelligence training or system 
to support their work. Last year. 
Justice Department Inspector 
General Glenn A. Fine found that 
analysts were being assigned to 
escort duty, collecting trash and 
answering telephones — and they 
were leaving in droves. 

Quantico has graduated more 
than 650 analysts, joining the 2,000 
analysts and 12,000 agents already 
in the field. But they train separately 
from future agents and have only 
one, four-hour class together. The 


lack of classified computer access 
at the academy means they have 
to be sent to dorms at an adjunct 
academy 10 miles away so they can 
work on secure computers. 

An obsolete computer system 
is also a problem for new-agents- 
in-training, or “NATS,” as they are 
called at Quantico. 

“That is one of the big frustra- 
tions here,” said Supervisory Special 
Agent Karen E. Gardner, chief of 
investigative training at Quantico. 
“If the American people expect us to 
connect the dots, we’ve got to train 
to do it. We don’t have the computer 
networks here to do that.” 

FBI officials said the bureau 
plans to build a multimillion-dollar 
state-of-the-art intelligence center at 
Quantico equipped with secure class- 
rooms and classified computers. But 
it won’t be ready for eight years.

For now, agents attend classes 
in the academy’s maze of aging 
buildings. They spend many days 
role-playing in “Hogan’s Alley,” a 
replica of a 1950s small town cre- 
ated by Hollywood set designers 
that Keith Blotter acknowledges 
“served us well for the bank- rob- 
bery scenario” but not so well for 
counterterrorism. 

While some critics say that the 
FBI is not giving its recruits enough 
intelligence training to mold them 
into domestic spies, others caution 
that the agency’s intelligence-gath- 
ering in the 1950s and ’60s led to 
many serious abuses, including the 
wiretapping of civil rights leaders 
and the targeting of communists 
and any other groups that then- 
Director J. Edgar Hoover consid- 
ered a threat.

Civil libertarians argue that the 
FBI’s focus on law enforcement and 
the fact that it has to make its cases 
stand up in court are critical limi- 
tations on its power. 

Fourteen hours of the new train- 
ing is dedicated to teaching recruits 
about the Intelligence Information 
Report (IIR), a new form to write up 
raw intelligence with other agents, 
analysts and intelligence agencies. 
A reporter was not allowed to see 
some of the other new courses 
because they were classified. 

Gardner said the classes covered 
“Secret Squirrel stuff”: the guide- 
lines and regulations for doing 
paperwork on a terrorism case; ter- 
rorism financial networks; obtain- 
ing wiretaps through the secret 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Court; and using “national security 
letters,” which give agents access to 
records without a subpoena. 

The recruits also learn about 
the techniques used in several 
terrorism investigations, includ- 
ing “Operation Smokescreen,” a 
cigarette -smuggling case that led 
to the breakup of a financing ring 
for Hezbollah. 

After Loose finished his class, D. 
Vincent Sullivan, another longtime 
agent, gave a lecture on building 


relationships with Arabs. Like the 
class Loose teaches on the history of 
Islam, it was limited to an hour. 

Sullivan held up three recom- 
mended books, beginning with 
“The Complete Idiot’s Guide to 
Understanding Islam.” The train- 
ees laughed, but Sullivan was seri- 
ous. “Don’t wait for the bureau to 
I give you the information and under- 


standing you think you need to do 
your job,” he said. “Don’t assume 
that if you need to know, we’re going 
to tell you about it. Take courses 
outside the bureau and read.” 

“When the next boom goes off 
— and it will go off — we will all be 
terrorism agents, so it behooves us 
all to have a minimum knowledge.”

The manager of abiotech lab in Shady 
Grove popped fresh lab coats on a 
counter, tuned satellite radio to his pre- 
ferred station and waited The appren- 
tices were due in at 6 p.m, eight people 
of assorted backgrounds and ages who 
seemed, lab manager Michael Luce 
said, to have an almost urgent need to 
know their way around a cell culture.

called because water and special- 
ized utilities are piped in experi- 
ments, are operating in the area’s 
government agencies, in universi- 
ties and in corporations. 

Officials in Maryland began 
developing plans to bring bio- 
tech and education together two 
decades ago by inviting Hopkins 
and the University System of 
Maryland to build campuses in 
Montgomery County. The county 
donated 300 acres for a research 
park and dubbed it Shady Grove 
Life Sciences Center. 

In Loudoun County, the Howard 
Hughes Medical Institute will open 
a research park in October called 
Janelia Farm Research Campus. 

Hopkins officials have tried to 
make their campus stand out by 
creating collaborative opportuni- 
ties in the wet lab that reach into 
the community. 

The lab’s scientists have trained 
teachers in the Montgomery school 
system. Short courses accommodate 
the schedules of full-time workers in 
such fields as criminal justice. 

More than 100 people have been 
trained in the Hopkins labs. Most are 
either eager for biotechnology careers 
or are trying to stay apace with the 
field’s ever-advancing cutting edge.
